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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This non-final office action is responsive to application entered on 01/31/2002. 
Claims 1-18 are pending in this office action. 

Claim objections 

Claim 1, the term "interconnect lines have ends that are in shape of a partial non- 
quadrilateral polygons" is unclear to what they mean within specification, especially the 
relationship of shape to the line ends. Clarification or correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being unpatentable over 
Rostoker et al., Pat. No. 5822214. 

Regarding claim 1: Rostoker teaches a layout comprising: 

a) net with routable elements (col. 1, lines 44-53); 

b) a first set of interconnect lines for connecting the routable elements of the 
nets, wherein the interconnect lines have ends that are in shape of a partial non- 
quadrilateral polygons (col. 43, lines 7-14 and col. 37, lines 41-51 where the shape of 
half hexagon cells meet the limitation of the partial non-quadrilateral polygons ) . 

Regarding claim 2: Rostoker teaches a layout with partial polygon (col. 37, 
lines 41-51). 

Regarding claim 3: Rostoker teaches a layout with equal side or edge (col. 81, 
lines 15-23). 
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Regarding claim 4: Rostoker teaches a layout with half polygon (col. 37, lines 
41-51). 

Regarding claim 8: Rostoker teaches a layout with vias (col. 4, lines 45-53). 

The remaining claims of 102(b) section contain features similar to the rejection of 
claims 1-4 and/or 8 and rejected in rationale.
